Each piece of tissue was 
homogcnioGd homogenized in a solution containing 0.5% 
hexadecyl-trimethyl-ammonium bromide dissolved in 10 mM 
potassium phosphate buffer (pH 7.0) and centrifuged for 30 min 
at 20,000 x g at 4°C. An aliquot of the supernatant was 
%^ ethen allowed to react with a solution of tetra-methyl- 
benzidine (1.6mM) and 0 . 1 mM H 2 0 2 . The rate of change in 
absorbance was measured spectrophotometrically at 650 nm. 
1 mO of MPO activity was defined as the quantity of enzyme 
degrading 1 pmol of peroxidase per min at 37 °C, and was 
expressed in mO per mg of wet tissue. 
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
